This is a fatal crash. Both drivers sustained fatal injuries in this severe head-on impact. 

SITUATION 

12 3 On a clear night, case vehicle (A) was traveling north at an unknown speed on a two- 
lane asphalt road, in a rural area. The road surface was dry, it was dark and unlighted, and 
the speed limitwas 45 mph (72 kph). 4 Vehicle (B) was traveling south atan unknown 
speed on the same roadway when the driver of vehicle (B) probably fell asleep orlost 
consciousness because of high drug and blood alcohol levels. 5 Vehicle (B) crossed the 
centerline, entered the northbound lane and struck case vehicle (A) head-on. 6 7 After the 
impact, case vehicle (A) was pushed rearward, rotated counterclockwise, and came to rest 
partially off the road facing in a northeast direction. After the impact, vehicle (B) rotated 
counterclockwise and rolled one-quarter turn onto its right side. The driver of vehicle (B) 
reportedly used drugs and alcohol prior to the crash, and her blood alcohol level was .28 
percent. She also tested positive forcocaine, cocaethlene, and benzoylecgonine. Both 
vehicles were towed due to damage. The driver of case vehicle (A) was pronounced dead 
on the arrival ata local hospital, and the driver of vehicle (B) was pronounced dead atthe 
scene. 

GENERAL VEHICLE DAMAGE AND ESTIMATED CRASH 
SEVERITIES 



8 9 10 Damage to the front of case vehicle (A) was severe. Directdamage began atthe 
left-front bumper corner and extended 135-cm across the entire front. The maximum crush 
was 102 cm atthe left-front bumper corner. 



11 The direct damage to vehicle (B) was to the front and extended 150 cm across the 
entire front. The maximum crush was 87 cm at the left-front bumper corner. The entire 
front of the vehicle was crushed rearward, with direct damage extending into the engine 
compartment. The leftwheelbase was reduced 70 cm. There was also minor rollover 
damage that extended along the entire right side. 

12 13 14 15 16 17 18 19 20 Using the WinS MASH accident- reconstruction program and c- 
values measured for both vehicles, the following impact severities were calculated:

DESCRIPTION OF DAMAGE TO CASE VEHICLE (A) 
Exterior 

21 22 In the frontof case vehicle (A), the bumperand grille area were severely damaged 
and pushed rearward into the engine compartment, and both headlight assemblies were 
broken. 23 The hood was severely crushed, the damaged hood latch had released, and 
both hood hinges were separated, allowing the hood to separate from its hinges. 24 25 26 
There was direct damage to the top of the hood, to the center portion of the windshield, 
and to the upper portion of the left A-pillar, from contact with the frontof vehicle (B). 27 28 
There was also a 77-cm tear in the right portion of the windshield, and about 20% bond 
separation. 29 Both sides of the roof were severely buckled due to the rearward movement 
ofthe upper A-pillars. 



30 On the leftside, the front fender was crushed rearward into the left-front wheel, which 
was damaged and pushed rearward. The front axle was broken, and the leftwheelbase 
was reduced 56 cm. 31 The upper portion ofthe left A-pillar was moved rearward and 



stood up almost vertical, and it had been cut during extrication of the driver. 32^ Also, the 
damaged and jammed driver door had been pried open by the rescue personnel, and the 
window glass was broken. 3^3 The lower portion of the A-pillar and the upper and lower 
portions of the B -pillars were also damaged. 34 The left-rear quarter panel was slightly 
buckled just behind the driver door, but there was no other damage to the leftside and no 
damage to the upper portion of the C -pillar. 35 There was no damage to the rear of case 
vehicle (A). 

36 The right fender was deformed and shifted to the left. 37 The upper and lower portions 
ofthe A-pillar were displaced and the right doorwas jammed closed. 38_ There was no 
damage to the rightwheels, although the wheelbase was increased 4 cm. There was no 
damage to the right B -or C -pillars, and the quarter panel was buckled just behind the right- 
frontdoor. 

Interior 

39 40 This vehicle is equipped with steering-wheel and passenger frontal-impact airbags, 
which deployed during this severe frontal impact. 41 42 The driver airbag and the 
passenger airbag skins had small cuts in the backside ofthe fabric, probably from broken 
windshield glass. 43 There were no contact marks on the driver airbag. 44 Rescue 
personnel removed the steering-wheel rim/hub and much ofthe steering column during 
extrication, so rotation ofthe steering column could not be determined. 45 46 47 48 49 The 
steering-wheel hub was damaged, the steering-wheel rim was severely bent in a concave 
manner, and the steering-wheel spokes were damaged, probably due to loading by the 
unbelted driver through the airbag. 50 5^ Also in the driver area, the left-frontdoor, the 
door hardware, and the door armrest appeared to be damaged from the crash, but were 
also damaged during the driver extrication. 52 53 The toepan, floor area, and the foot 
controls in the driver area were also damaged and displaced to the rear. 54 55 The driver 
seatback and seatcushion were damaged, the seat adjuster was jammed, and the 
seatbackwas rotated forward. 56 57 58_ The upper and mid portions ofthe instrument 
panel in the driver area were displaced and damaged, and the driver knee bolster was 
damaged. 59 60 All components on the instrument panel and dashboard were damaged, 



including the ashtray, control knobs, instruments, glove compartment, vents, ducts, and 
the radio. 61 62_63 The interior of the windshield was damaged throughout, the windshield 
header was displaced to the rear, and the interior areas of both A-pillars were damaged. 
Also, the roof interior and roof headlining were deformed. 64 The right- front seatback was 
deformed and rotated forward, and the seat adjuster was jammed. 6_5 66 67 The following 
intrusions were noted and measured:

OCCUPANT KINEMATICS AND INJURIES 

68 69 The 5-ft, 4-in, 205-lb, 45-year-old female driverwas notwearing the three-point belt, 
and the steering-wheel airbag deployed. 70 7^72 There were no marks on the D-ring or 
belt webbing to indicate that the belt was being used. 



73 During the frontal impact, the unbelted female driver moved forward relative to the 
vehicle interior into the airbag. 74 75_ She sustained a fractured nose, possibly from contact 
with the airbag or the upper instrument panel. 76 She sustained fractures to the anterior 
aspects of all ribs with bilateral flail chest, probably from steering-wheel loading through 
the airbag. She sustained unspecified spinal fractures atthe level of T3-T4 from an 
unknown source. 77 78 She sustained lacerations to the lateral aspect of the left forearm, 
possibly from contact with the driver door and/or door glass, or from contact with the upper 
portion of the instrument panel. She also sustained lacerations to the lateral aspect of the 



right thigh from an unknown source. 79 She sustained compound fractures of the distal left 
femur, and proximal fractures of the left tibia and fibula, from contact with the knee bolster, 
as indicated by scuff marks on the bolster. She also sustained a laceration to the right 
knee, from contact with the knee bolster. 80 In addition, she sustained a laceration to the 
lateral aspect of the rightankle, probably from contact with the brake or accelerator pedals, 
and a dislocation of the rightankle, probably from contact with the brake pedal.
